2) Consideration: [ZD107-19] – Request by NORF2 St Louis, LLC for a conditional 

use to permit a parking lot (principal use) in an HU-MU Historic Urban 

Neighborhood Mixed-Use District, the GC Greenway Corridor Design Overlay 

District, and an EC Enhancement Corridor Design Overlay District, on Square 361, 

Pt. Lot 22, Pt. Lot 23, Pt. Lot 24, and Lot 25, in the Second Municipal District, 

bounded by Saint Louis Street, North Broad Street, Conti Street, and North White 

Street. The municipal address is 2727 Conti Street. (PD 4) 

 

3) Consideration: [19-1888] – A request by an adjacent owner for the sale of a portion 

of ground in the First Municipal District, consisting of portion of Cypress Street 

unconstructed, adjacent to Square 515, bounded by S. Galvez and I-10 Westbound) 
 

4)  Consideration: [19-1889] – A request by the New Orleans Aviation Board to 

approve the sale of Square O, Lots 12 and 13, which are airport noise properties 

located in Jefferson Parish, in the South Kenner Subdivision, which lots form part 

of the property acquired for noise mitigation with the municipal address 208 Moss 

Lane.
